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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Geist, Jr. (U.S. Pat. No. 5,491 ,808) discloses a method for dynamically tracking 
memory resource allocations/deallocations of a program resident in the memory of a 
network file server wherein calls to system memory allocation functions are intercepted 
and diverted to memory resident tracker routines, interposed between the caller and the 
called functions to monitor returns from the called functions. However, the invention as 
claimed "determining that the kernel mode driver is to be monitored, wherein 
determining that the kernel mode driver is to be monitored includes checking a registry 
setting and wherein the kernel mode driver verifier is capable of testing the kernel mode 
driver by simulating a low resource condition including failing requests for memory pool 
allocation", when taken in the context of the claims as a whole, was not uncovered in 
the prior art teaching. 

Nor were references uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at time the invention was 
made, knowing of a method for dynamically tracking memory resource 
allocations/deallocations of a program resident in the memory of a network file server 
wherein calls to system memory allocation functions are intercepted and diverted to 
memory resident tracker routines, interposed between the caller and the called 
functions to monitor returns from the called functions, would have integrated or modified 
to teach the method for monitoring kernel driver such that determining that a kernel 
mode driver is to be monitored, wherein determining that the kernel mode driver is to be 
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monitored includes checking a registry setting and wherein a kernel mode driver verifier 
is capable of testing the kernel mode driver by simulating a low resource condition 
including failing requests for memory pool allocation. 

Dependent claims are allowed as they depend upon allowable independent 

claims.
